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Speech  delivered  hy  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  ^ 
Committee  {Qov'SCIiAjO^  "W.  R.AVALLEE)af  the  Meeting 
of  the  Council  held  on  the  28th  March ^ 1911^  in 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  Estimate  for  the  General 
Eistrict  Fate  for  the  period  ending  SOth  September, 
1911. 


It  is  now  my  duty  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  paragraph 
in  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  which  relates  to  the  Esti- 
mates for  General  District  and  Library  purposes.  As  on  two  former 
occasions,  the  Estimates  have  been  prepared  for  a period  of  twelve 
months  in  advance,  although,  of  course,  the  Rate  we  recommend 
to-night  to  be  levied  will  be  only  to  cover  the  expenditure  for 
the  next  six  months. 

Before  dealing  with  the  Estimates  for  the  coming  year,  I 
may  be  permitted  to  follow  my  usual  custom  and,  first  of  all,  say 
a few  words  with  regard  to  the  figures  for  the  year  just  expiring, 
as  far  as  they  can  at  present  be  ascertained,  in  order  to  show,  for 
the  information  of  the  Council  and  of  those  Ratepayers  who  take 
an  interest  in  such  matters,  how  the  Estimates  framed  twelve 
months  ago  have  turned  out  in  practice.  They  were  revised  at 
the  Council  Meeting  in  September  last,  Avhen  the  Rate  required 
for  the  purpose  of  the  second  half-year  was  resolved  upon  ; and 
in  my  comparisons  to-night  I shall  deal  with  the  Estimates  pre- 
sented in  March,  1910,  as  varied  in  September  last. 
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It  will  be  seen  on  referring  to  our  Accounts  presented  twelve 
mo:iths  ago,  that  we  then  anticipated  a net  Expenditure  for  the 
year  of  £73,303.  If  we  add  to  this  amount  the  sum  of  £562  the 
net  amount  added  to  the  Expenditure  after  the  revision  of  the 
Estimates  in  September  last  we  get  £73,865  as  the  total  net  esti- 
. ma  ;ed  Expenditure  for  the  year.  We  had  an  estimated  balance 
of  . assets  in  hand  or  owing  to  us  of  £4,123,  leaving  the  sum  of  £69,742 
nec  3ssary  to  be  raised  to  meet  our  requirements.  In  the  expectation 
tha  t a penny  Rate  would  produce  £1,845,  the  Council  resolved  to  levy 
tw(  half-yearly  Rates  of  Is.  7d.  each,  being  3s.  0|d.  for  General 
District  purposes  and  l|d.  for  Library  purposes.  These  were 
exj  ected  to  realise  £70,110,  or  £368  more  than  our  requirements. 

In  examining  the  results  of  the  year’s  working  to  see  how  our 
ant  cipations  have  turned  out,  I must,  as  usual,  remind  the  Council 
tha:  our  conclusions  are  not  final,  because,  as  the  year  does  not 
close  until  Friday  next,  it  necessarily  follows  that  we  have  been 
obliged  to  estimate  in  advance  our  Receipts  and  Expenditure 
for  ;he  present  month,  and  our  Assets  and  Liabilities  at  the  31st  inst. 

In  the  fiist  place,  the  produce  of  the  two  Rates  has  been  very 
clos3  indeed  to  the  Estimate,  they  having  realised  £17  16s.  7d. 
in  (xcess,  but  we  have  received  considerable  benefit  from  arrears 
of  farmer  Rates,  these  producing  a Surplus  of  £464  14s.  lid.  We 
hav3  also  a small  item  of  £23  15s.  4d.  for  adjustment  of  balances 
not  included  in  the  Estimate.  Totalling  these,  we  get  a sum  of 
£50  ) 6s.  lOd.,  which,  added  to  £368  asked  for  in  excess  of  our 
requirements,  gives  us  £874  6s.  lOd.  to  our  credit  under  these  heads. 

The  net  estimated  requirements  of  the  carious  Committees, 
apart  from  those  of  the  Library  Committee  which  are  dealt  with 
separately,  amounted  to  £71,098.  If  we  comjiare  this  figure  with 
tile  Statements  presented  to  night,  we  find  that  their  require- 
mei  ts  as  far  as  they  can  at  present  be  ascertained,  after  taking 
intc  account  their  Assets  and  Liabilities  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  year,  amount  to  £71,306  2s.  7d.,  an  increase  of  £208  2s.  7d. 
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This  increase  is  arrived  at  as  follows  : —

Net  Increased  Requirement 

The  very  large  increase  in  the  requirement  of  the  Highways 
and  Lighting  Committee  is  principally  due  to  the  increased 
Expenditure  found  to  be  necessary  upon  the  Repair  and  Main- 
tenance of  the  Main  Roads  in  the  District,  upon  Public  Lighting 
and  Fire  Brigade,  and  that  of  the  Baths  and  Wasliliouses  Committee 
is  due  to  a falling  off  in  the  Income  from  Bathers  of  about  £67, 
and  an  increased  Expenditure  of  £87.  The  Finance  Committee 
have  made  a large  saving  due  to  a reduction  of  £343  in  Salaries 
and  Establishment  Charges,  £80  in  Rate  Summonses,  £43  in  Expenses 
under  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  £85  in  Election  Expenses, 
and  nearly  £800  through  the  non-spending  of  that  sum  set  aside 
for  Contingencies.  The  Committee  have  also  received  £1  i2  more 
Income  under  various  heads  than  was  anticipated. 

Upon  finally  making  up  the  Accounts  of  the  Electric  Light 
Committee  to  the  end  of  March,  1910,  it  was  found  tliat  the  surplus 
on  the  year’s  working  amounted  to  £2,089  9s.  4d.,  instead  of 
£1,740  11s.  3d.  as  had  been  estimated.  We,  therefore,  take  the 
balance  of  £348  18s.  Id.  to  the  credit  of  our  Account.  This  Surplus 
is  arrived  at  after  charging  the  Undertaking  with  £6,857  11s.  3d. 
for  repayment  of  Principal,  and  £5,155  3s.  4d.  for  Interest.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  also  that  the  Committee  estimate  to  have 
realised  a Surplus  for  the  current  year  of  £2,674  Is.  6d.,  which 
enables  us  to  credit  our  Accounts  with  the  amount  previously 
allotted,  and  to  add  the  balance  of  £1,079  Is.  6d.  to  the  Reserve  Fund.

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^Vith  regard  to  the  Tramways  Undertaking,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  in  my  last  Annual  Statement  I referred  to  the  extreme 
difficulty  the  Committee  had  in  framing  their  Estimate  for  the 
year  now  closing  in  consequence  of  the  new  conditions  as  to  inter- 
rum  ing,  &c.,  which  had  then  recently  come  into  force.  Under 
thes  > circumstances,  a nominal  Surplus  of  £.‘19  upon  the  year’s  • 
working  was  estimated,  but  I am  pleased  to  stale  that  the  Accounts 
for  the  year  having  now  been  provisionally  made  up  the  Committee 
feel  justified  in  assuming  that  a sum  of  £1,248  17s.  8d.  has  been 
earn  ed,  and  the  Finance  Committee  recommend  that  one-half 
of  t lis  amount,  say  £624  8s.  lOd.  shall  be  transferred  to  Reserve 
Fun  i,  and  that  the  balance  shall  go  towards  repayment  of  the 
amoants  previously  advanced  from  the  Rate's.  This  estimated 
amoLint  earned  during  the  year  is  after  charging  the  Undertaking 
wit!  £7,350  for  repayment  of  Principal,  and  £10.705  for  Interest 
ther  3on. 

The  question  of  dealing  with  previous  credit  balances  on 
Tramwavs  Account  has  also  been  considered  bv  the  Finance 
Con:  mittee,  who  have  resolved  to  recommend  the  Council  to  divide 
ther  1 in  the  same  proportions  between  Reserve  F und  and  Repayment 
of  amount  advanced  from  previous  Rates.  I’his  matter  will,  no 
dou  )t,  be  dealt  with  in  time  for  the  revision  of  the  Estimates  in 
Sep  ember  next.

We  now  turn  to  the  consideration  of  the  Estimates  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1912,  and  we  find  that  the  sum  of 
£74,913  is  expected  to  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  various 
Committees  during  that  period.  The  amount  is  arrived  at  as 
follows,  and  I also  give  for  comparison  particulars  of  the  known 
Expenditure  of  the  same  Committees  for  the  year  now  closing

It  will  be  seen  that  w e are  now  asked  to  make  provision  of 
a sum  of  £820  more  than  the  net  amount  estimated  to  have  been 
expended  during  the  current  year.  This  increase  is  entirely  due 
to  the  reduction  of  £1,132  in  the  amount  expected  to  be  available 
from  the  Electric  Light  Undertaking.  But  for  this  there  would 
have  been  an  estimated  reduction  in  the  net  Expenditure  of  £312. 

None  of  the  various  items  call  for  special  mention  except 
perhaps  that  of  the  Highw^ays  Committee,  whose  Expenditure 
on  the  main  roads  is  expected  to  be  considerably  increased,  but 
on  the  other  hand  they  are  looking  forward  to  a reduction  of  nearly 
£500  in  the  amount  required  for  Public  Street  Improvements  and 
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of  ,!149  in  respect  of  the  Fire  Brigade.  The  Finance  Committee 
are  asking  for  £474  less.  There  is  a reduction  of  £1,392  in  the 
Annual  Loan  Charges  and  of  £214  in  Salaries.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  / ask  for  £242  more  in  respect  of  Establishment  Charges,  £85 
for  Election  Expenses,  £297  for  Contingencies,  and  they  are  pro- 
vid  ng  £400  for  the  redemption  of  Tithe  Charges  on  lands  belonging 
to  -he  Council,  as  against  £142  expended  under  this  head  in  the 
cur  ent  year.  The  Electric  Light  Committe<}  only  feel  justified 
in  sstimating  a reduced  surplus  of  £1,622  for  the  coming  year, 
of  1 Fich  one  half  is  taken  to  the  credit  of  the  Rate  and  the  balance 
wil]  be  added  to  Reserve  Fund  when  actually  realised.  This  Fund, 
after  the  transfer  of  £1,079  Is.  6d.  in  respect  of  the  current  year 
has  been  made,  will  amount  to  £1,934  4s.  3d. 

The  Tramways  Committee,  in  view  of  the;  difficulty  they  feel 
in  laaking  a reliable  forecast  of  the  result  of  the  working  of  the 
unc  ertaking  for  the  coming  year,  have  trained  their  Estimate 
upcn  a very  conservative  basis,  only  anticipating  a surplus  of 
£86  As  I have  already  reported,  they  expect  to  realise  a surplus 
in  rsspect  of  the  present  year  of  £1,249,  and  I hope  that  the  result 
of  I ext  year’s  working  will  be  at  least  equal  to  that  amount.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  we  are  not  reckoning  in  advance  upon 
any  contribution  in  relief  of  Rates  in  respect  of  next  year. 

There  now  only  remain  the  Librarv  Ccmimittee’s  Accounts 
to  ( eal  with.  They  have  in  hand  a credit  balance  of  £183  9s.  8d., 
and  their  net  Expenditure  for  next  year  is  expected  to  be  £2,934, 
so  1 hat  to  balance  their  Estimate  they  require  the  sum  of  £2,750 
10s  4d.  Two  half-year’s  Rates  of  fd.  each  are  expected  to  produce 
£2,'  82  10s.  Od.,  leaving  a Surplus  of  £31  19s.  8d.,  and  your  Committee 
recc  mmend  that  the  first  of  these  Rates  be  agreed  upon  to-night. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  position,  it  is  estimated  that  the  total 
net  Expenditure  of  the  Council  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  31st 
Maich,  1912,  wiU  amount  to  £74,913.  We  have,  towards  this 
amc  unt,  an  estimated  balance  in  hand,  or  owing  to  us,  of  £1,290 
13s  Id.,  leaving  the  sum  of  £73,622  6s.  lid.  to  be  provided  from 
the  District  Rate,  of  which  £38,057  is  expected  to  be  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  first  half-year.  On  the  assumption  that 
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a penny  Rate  will  produce  £1,855,  a Rate  of  Is.  8d.  m the  £ 
realise  £37,100  and  the  Committee  recommend  the  Council  to 
agree  to  the  making  of  a Rate  of  this  amount,  viz.,  Is  tor 

General  District  purposes,  and  |d.  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public 
Libraries.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Rate  is  estimated  to  produce 
£957  less  than  the  first  half-year’s  requirements  as  noted  abo^e, 
but  in  view  of  the  anticipated  position  of  the  Accounts  of  t e 
Tramways  and  Electric  Light  Committees  at  the  end  of  September 
next  the  Committee  see  no  difficulty  in  discharging  their  obliga- 
tions with  the  Rate  named.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Rate 
recommended  is  an  increase  of  one  penny  in  the  £ o^  er  the 
two  Rates  levied,  but  this  is  unavoidable  in  view  of  the  increased 
Expenditure  required  by  the  Highways  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  trust  that  as  the  result 
of  the  practice  of  economies  whenever  possible  by  all  the  Committees, 
it  may  be  possible  in  September  next  to  revert  to  the  lower  Rate 
which  prevailed  last  year.  I would  particularly  deprecate  the 
practice  which  is  growing  up  of  submitting  supplementary  Esti- 
mates to  the  Finance  Committee  at  almost  every  monthly  meeting, 
and  would  ask  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  to  assist  in  keep- 
ing down  the  Council’s  expenditure  to  the  lowest  possible  amount 
consistent  with  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  cast  upon 

the  Council. 

I now  beg  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  paragraph  in  the 
Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  headed  General  District  and 

Library  Rates.

I have  now  the  pleasure  to  submit  the  Estimates  for  the 
ensuing  3^ear  in  connection  with  the  Councirs  requirements  as 
the  Authority  for  Elementary  Education  in  the  District  of  Leyton, 
and  as  usual  will,  in  the  first  place,  refer  briefly  to  the  Accounts 
which  have  been  prepared,  showing  how  the  Income  and  Expen- 
diture for  the  year  which  ends  on  the  31st  inst.  compares  with 
our  anticipations  of  twelve  months  ago.  It  is,  of  course,  hardly 
necessary  to  remind  the  Couneil  that  the  year  not  having  yet 
actually  closed  our  figures  for  the  present  month  must  be  based 
upon  Estimates  to  some  extent  at  least.  It  will  be  seen  on  refer- 
ence to  the  Statements  presented  in  March  last  that  we  then  antici- 
pated a gross  expenditure  for  the  year  of  £102,301,  towards  nhich 
^ve  had  an  available  balance  of  £023,  and  expected  to  receive  from 
Grants  and  other  sources  of  Income  £53,072.  This  left  a balance 
of  £48,006  to  be  provided  from  the  Rates.  The  Council,  therefore, 
resolved  to  make  Cklls  upon  the  Overse<!rs  of  Leyton  and  Cann 
Hall  for  their  respective  proportions  of  a sum  of  £24,000  for  the 
purposes  of  the  first  half-year.  This  left  a similar  amount  which 
it  was  expected  to  be  required  for  the  second  half-year,  but  on 
reviewing  the  position  in  September  last,  it  was  found  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  improvement  which  had  taken  place  in  the 
finances,  resulting  in  an  estimated  saving  of  about  £1,243,  it  was 
possible  to  reduce  the  anticipated  amount  required  by  £1,000, 
The  Councfi,  accordingly,  made  Calls  on  the  Overseers  amounting 
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to  £23,000,  making  £47.000  for  the  year,  instead  of  £48,000,  as 
had  been  expected  in  March  last.  On  making  up  our  Accounts 
for  the  purpose  of  the  jiresent  Estimates  a further  considerable 
improvement  in  the  position  is  a])parent.  Instead  of  the  Committee 
only  having  an  availalile  balance  of  £236  16s.  Od.  as  was  fore- 
shadoved  in  September  last  vhen  the  Estimates  vere  revised, 
it  will  be  seen  on  referring  to  the  Accounts  now  presented  that 
no  less  a sum  than  £2,670  is  expected  to  be  available  in  aid  of  our 
Expenditure  during  the  coming  year.

Towards  this  Expenditure  of  £102,520  we  have  the  balance 
of  Assets  and  Liabilities  above  referred  to,  estimated  to  realise 
£2,679,  and  we  also  exj)ect  to  receive  during  next  year  Income 
from  Grants  and  other  sources  amounting  to  £56,573,  as  set  out  in 
the  Accounts  thus  leaving  a balance  of  £1-3,268  to  be  provided  from 
Rates  to  balance  the  Estimate,  or  a reduction  of  £3,732  on  the 
amounts  raised  from  Rates  in  respect  of  the  year  just  closing. 
This  was  the  position  of  affairs  when  the  Estimates  came  before 
the  Finance  Committee  for  consideration  on  the  21st  instant. 

It  was  then  resolved  to  recommend  the  Council  to  issue  Precepts 
upon  the  Overseers  of  Leyton  and  Cann  Hall  for  approximately 
one-half  of  the  above  amount— £21,500,  for  the  purposes  of  the 
half-year  ending  30th  September  next.  Since  that  date,  however, 
we  have  received  from  the  Board  of  Education  payment  of  the  ' 
Special  Aid  Grant  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  on  the  31st 
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A* 

' instant.  This  was  estimated  to  produce  £11,500,  an  increase 

\ of  about  £1,500  over  the  amount  received  for  1909-10,  but  I 

^ am  pleased  to  say  that  we  have  received  the  large  sum  of 

j £13,545  or  £2,045  more  than  we  had  included  in  our  Estimates. 

This,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  the  Grant  paid  in  recent  years 
**  from  the  Government  to  what  are  known  as  Necessitous  School 


Districts  in  relief  of  their  Education  Rates,  and  it  has  alvajs 
been  extremely  difficult  to  estimate  in  advance  v hat  the 
amount  receivable  under  this  head  would  be.  This  5’ear  the  full 
claim  has  been  satisfied,  and  we  have  received  relief  which  is 
equal  to  the  proceeds  of  a rate  of  nearly  sevenpence  in  the  £.  The 
receipt  of  this  additional  sum  of  £2,045,  therefore,  alters  the  position 
shown  by  our  Estimates  as  printed  and  under  the  special  circimi- 
stances  of  the  case,  I think  I am  justified  in  asking  the  Council 
to  vary  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  to 
substitute  the  amount  of  £20,500  for  that  of  £21,500  in  the 
paragraph  headed  Elementarj^  Education  Precepts  on  page  i 98 

of  the  Report. 

I,  therefore,  beg  to  move  the  adoption  of  that  paragraph  in 
the  Finance  Committee’s  Report  in  its  revised  form.
